100  -  NORTH  KOOTENAI:  That  portion  of  Lincoln  County  lying  within  the  following  described 
boundary:  Beginning  where  the  Kootenai  River  meets  the  Idaho  State  Line,  thence  northerly  along 
said  state  line  to  the  Canadian  Border  thence  easterly  along  said  border  to  the  east  shore  of  Lake 
Koocanusa  (Kootenai  River),  thence  southerly  along  said  shore  to  Libby  Dam  and  the  east  shore  of 
the  Kootenai  River  thence  southerly  and  westerly  along  that  shore  of  the  Kootenai  River  to  the  Idaho 
State  Line,  the  point  of  beginning. 

101  -  EUREKA:  Those  portions  of  Lincoln  and  Flathead  Counties  lying  within  the  following  described 
boundary:  Beginning  at  Stryker  on  U.S.  Highway  93,  thence  southerly  along  said  highway  to  the

shore  to  the  Canadian  Border,  thence  easterly  along  said  border  to  the  divide  between  Weasel  Creek 
and  the  North  Fork  of  the  Flathead  River,  thence  southerly  along  said  divide  to  the  Russky  Creek 
Road,  thence  westerly  along  said  road  to  the  Stillwater  River  Road,  thence  southerly  along  said  road 
to  U.S.  Highway  93  at  Stryker,  the  point  of  beginning. 

102  -  TALLY  LAKE:  Those  portions  of  Lincoln  and  Flathead  Counties  lying  within  the  following 
described  boundary:  Beginning  on  the  Flathead  National  Forest  Boundary  at  the  Spring  Creek 
Campground  on  U.S.  Highway  93,  thence  in  a  southerly  and  westerly  direction  along  said  boundary  to 
the  divide  between  Sunday  and  Martin  Creeks,  thence  in  a  southerly  direction  along  said  divide  to  Elk 
Mountain,  Tepee  Mountain,  Sanders  Mountain,  Grubb  Mountain,  Pleasant  Valley  Mountain  and 
Herrlg  Creek  Road,  thence  southerly  along  said  road  to  the  Little  Bitterroot  Lake  Road,  thence 
southerly  along  said  road  to  U.S.  Highway  2,  thence  easterly  along  said  road  to  the  Flathead  River, 
thence  up  said  river  to  State  Highway  40,  thence  westerly  on  said  highway  to  U.S.  Highway  93,  thence 
northerly  on  said  highway  to  the  Flathead  Forest  Boundary,  the  point  of  beginning.

son  River  County  Road,  the  point  of  beginning.

790  -  EAST  LITTLE  POWDER:  Those  portions  of  Carter  and  Powder  River  Counties  within  the 
following  described  boundary:  Beginning  at  the  junction  of  State  Route  59  and  U.S.  Highway  212,  then 
southeast  along  U.S.  Highway  212  to  the  Montana-Wyomlng  State  line,  then  west  along  the  state  line  to 
State  Route  59,  then  north  along  State  Route  59  to  U.S.  Highway  212,  the  point  of  beginning. 

791  -  WEST  LITTLE  POWDER :  That  portion  of  Powder  River  Counfy  within  the  following  described 
boundary:  Beginning  at  the  Powder  River  Bridge  on  U.S.  Highway  212  at  Broadus,  then  southeast 
along  Highway  212  to  State  Route  59,  then  south  along  Route  59  to  the  Montana-Wyomlng  State  line, 
then  west  along  the  state  line  to  the  Powder  River,  then  northeast  down  the  Powder  River  to  U.S. 
Highway  212,  the  point  of  beginning. 

792  -  CACHE  CREEK:  That  portion  of  Powder  River  County  within  the  following  described  boundary: 
Beginning  at  the  Powder  River  Bridge  on  U.S.  Highway  212  at  Broadus,  then  southwest  up  the  Powder 
River  to  Bloom  Creek,  then  north  up  Bloom  Creek  to  the  Broadus-Moorehead  Road,  then  south  along 
the  Broadus-Moorehead  Road  to  the  Bloom  Creek  Road,  then  west  along  the  Bloom  Creek  Road  to  the 
Sonnette-Sayle  Road,  then  north  along  the  Sonnette-Sayle  Road  to  U.S.  Highway  212,  then  east  along 
U.S.  Highway  212  to  the  Powder  River  Bridge,  the  point  of  beginning. 


DON'T  DELAY 

Immediately  upon  the  death  of  the  animal  the 
agents  of  meat  spoilage  begin  their  destructive  work. 
So  don't  delay  the  field  dressing -the  sooner  you  get 
the  animal  dressed  out  and  cooling  the  better  your 
chances  of  having  good  table  meat. 


MAKE  A  CLEAN  KILL 

Field  care  of  big  game  begins  with  the  kill  so  do 
everything  you  can  to  put  your  first  shot  in  a  vital  spot. 
A  wounded  animal  may  lead  to  many  hours  of  strenuous 
tracking.  Even  worse,  the  animal  may  remain  unfound 
and  left  to  eventually  die  after  days  of  suffering.  In 
addition  to  the  tragedy  of  a  wounded  animal,  a  sloppy 
shot  can  ruin  a  good  share  of  the  best  meat. 

Use  caution  when  approaching  an  apparently 
dead  animal.  It  could  be  only  stunned  temporarily 
from  shock  and  could  recover  in  a  few  minutes.  The 
animal  also  could  be  slightly  crippled  and  still  very  much 
alive.  In  either  case,  the  animal  is  potentially  very 
dangerous. 

A  well-placed  shot  at  close  range  will  end  the 
animal's  suffering. 


ATTACH  YOUR  TAG 

Cut  the  proper  day  and  month  from  the  game 
tag  and  attach  it  to  the  carcass  so  it  is  visible.  Be  sure 
you  fill  out  the  right  tag  and  don't  put  your  elk  tag  on 
a  deer  or  vice  versa  —  it  has  been  donel 


BLEEDING 

If  your  game  did  not  bleed  thoroughly  from  its 
wound,  the  animal  must  be  bled  properly  or  the  meat 
is  apt  to  spoil. 

Situate  the  animal  so  its  head  is  downhill.  Then 
insert  your  knife  blade  (as 
illustrated  -  in  front  of  the 
breast  bone  along  the  wind¬ 
pipe  and  give  the  blade  a 
twist.  This  method  allows 
free  bleeding  by  cutting  a 
large  artery  but  still  does 
not  injure  the  cape.  Keep 
the  cape  as  clean  as  possible 
if  you  intend  to  have  the 
head  mounted.  Blood  spots 
may  be  removed  by  spong¬ 
ing  with  cold  water. 


FIELD  CARE  OF  DEER 


FIELD  DRESSING 

If  your  prize  is  a  deer,  the  first  step  in  proper  field 
dressing  is  the  removal  of  the  metatarsal  gland  on  the 
outside  and  about  half  way  down  each  back  leg.  On 
whitetails  the  gland  is  about  one  inch  long  and  is  fringed 
with  white  hair.  On  mule  deer  the  gland  is  four  or  five 
inches  long  and  lacks  the  white  fringe  of  hair.  Take 
a  patch  of  skin  to  make  sure  you  have  completely 
removed  the  gland. 

Other  glands  are  found  on  the  inside  of  the  back 
legs.  Some  hunters  believe  that  the  removal  of  these 
glands  is  as  important  as  the  removal  of  the  metatar¬ 
sals,  so  to  be  safe  remove  these  too. 

The  glands  do  not  impart  a  taste  to  the  meat  by 
their  very  existence,  but  in  handling  the  deer,  your 
hands  or  knife  may  come  in  contact  with  them.  By 
this  contact,  it  is  possible  to  transfer  the  scent  to  the 
meat  while  dressing  out  the  deer.  After  you  have  re¬ 
moved  the  metatarsal  glands,  clean  your  knife  and 
hands  before  you  proceed  with  dressing  the  deer. 

As  soon  as  the  animal  has 
been  properly  bled,  the  vis¬ 
cera  (entrails)  should  be  re¬ 
moved.  Although  time  is  im¬ 
portant,  don't  grab  your 
knife  and  start  slashing 
away.  You  can  do  a  much 
better  job  by  taking  it  easy 
and  following  these  five 
steps: 

1 .  Starting  at  the  crotch, 
open  the  animal  down  the

muscle  and  connecting  tissue.  Be  careful  not  to  punc¬ 
ture  the  paunch  or  entrails.  You  can  prevent  this 
by  buiding  the  knife  and  holding  back  the  entrails 
with  two  Fingers  as  illustrated.  Now,  cut  deeply  around 
the  vent  and  genital  organs  being  careful  not  to  punc¬ 
ture  the  intestine. 

2.  Your  job  will  be  easier  if  you  separate  the  rib 
cage  by  cutting  the  ribs  free  on  one  side  where  they 
join  the  breast  bone.  This  can  be  done  with  a  knife 
by  cutting  through  the  cartilage  joining  the  ribs  to 
the  breast  bone  or  by  sawing  through  the  breast  bone. 
Some  hunters  do  not  like  to  open  the  breast  cavity, 
especially  if  they  have  to  drag  the  animal  for  some  dis¬ 
tance. 

3.  Now  turn  the  carcass  so  the  head  is  uphill. 
Sever  the  windpipe  and  gullet  at  the  throat  near  the 
lower  jaw.  If  you  are  saving  the  cape,  you  will  have 
to  reach  up  from  inside  the  neck  as  far  as  possible  and 
cut  free  the  windpipe  and  gullet.  While  you  pull  outward 
and  downward  on  the  windpipe  with  one  hand,  you 
can  cut  tissues  connecting  the  viscera  to  the  animal's 
back.  Cut  around  the  diaphragm  and  remove  the 
viscera  by  freeing  any  tissues  that  tend  to  hold  it  to 
the  body. 

4.  Remove  the  heart  and  the  liver  and  put  them 
in  a  cool  place.  The  heart  should  be  cut  open  and 
cleaned  of  clotted  blood. 

5.  Now,  the  carcass  should  be  situated  so  it  will 
cool  as  rapidly  as  possible.  The  best  system,  but  often 
not  the  most  convenient,  is  to  hang  the  animal  by  his 
hind  legs.  The  chest  cavity  should  be  propped  open 
with  a  stick  to  further  allow  air  to  circulate  around 
the  carcass. 

Attar  the  viscera  has  been 
removed,  situate  the  animal 
so  the  meat  will  cool. 
Brace  open  the  rib  cage  with 
a  stick  to  Improve  the 
cooling  process.
